When Jack's sister, the, wife
of a British navy officer, visited Simon's Bay, South Africa, she found in
tho commandant of tho British naval station thero a man whoso first threo
names wero also Alatau Tarn Chlboulak.

Ho ropliod that he was the son
of missionaries who labored nt Alatau Tain Chlboulak, a beautiful placo In
central Asia; a placo his peoplo so loved that thoy nnmed him for It. Tho
officer said his parents had told him that nnother child from there had been
so christened, nnd here, at his board, was that child's married dnughtor.
